LonDon, Sept. 20 A Paris dispatch 
says it is rumored tha: Leon Say, min- 
ister of finance, will resign, because his 
views conflict with Gambetta’s about 
the five per cent rentes.

The following is the text of the por’ 
tion of Gumbetta’s speech at Romans 
Wednesday against ultramontanism : 

“The clerical question, that is to say, 
the question of relations between 
churen and state keeps all other ques- 
tions in suspeuse here. In the chureh 
it is that the spirit of the past tekes 
refuge and gathere strength which I de- 
nounce as an ever increasing danger to 
society. It runs from the ultramontane 
spirit, the spirit of the vatican, of the 
syllabus, which is nothing but the abuse 
of ignorance wiih the purpose of 
ensiaving it. I have spoken of relations 
between church and state. I am per- 
fectly aware that to be correct, I should 
have said, relations between the 
churches and state, but from a goveru- 
mental and national point of view, it 
is ultramontaniem which persists in 
opposition to state. A clerical spirit 
endeavors to filtrate into everything— 
into the army, into the magis- 
tracy, and there is this that 
is peculiar to it: it is always 
when the fortune of the country is fall- 
ing that Jesuitism rises. Far be it from 
me to put shackles on liberty. I am an 
obstinate partisan of liberty and of 
conscience, but the mfnistera of religion 
have duties to the sts.te, and what we 
exact is a fulfilment of those duties. 
Apply the laws—all laws—and abolish 
indulgences. If the law is applied, or- 
der will be restored in France 
without persecution by simply 
continuing traditions which prevailed 
from the aurora of the revolution in;
